Fires  at  seven  black  churcha 
have  fueled  diacussians  of  ra¬ 
cial  hatred,  as  the  first  oocuned 
within  s  week  of  the  June  17  mw- 
sacie  of  nme  Mack  Chtistisns  by 
a  21-year-ald  vriute  suptemadst 
at  a  Qiarieston  church.  As  inves- 
rigatinns  into  the  firm  oontinue, 
two  of  the  Mazm  have  been  con- 
finaed  aa  anon  and  a  third  has 
been  ndad  auspicious. 

WhBe  none  of  the  firm  have 
been  deemed  hate  crimes,  NAMB 
it  already  offering  assistance. 
‘Southern  Baptists  should  be  the 
first  to  oondenm  acts  of  hatred  to¬ 
ward  African  Americans,*  NAMB 
President  Kevin  Ezell  said.  ‘Re- 
■ardlem  of  the  causm  of  them 
nrea,  a  brothers  and  sisters  in 
Christ,  we  need  to  come  along¬ 
side  and  offer  whatever  assis¬ 
tance  we  ora.' 

NAMB  is  starting  the  fund 
with  $ra,ooo  to  be  immediately 
available  to  the  cfaurchm  in  need 
of  sBSiriini'r  ‘H  ha  been  heart¬ 
breaking  to  bear  of  theae  fires,' 
Ezell  said.  *We  wanted  to  provide 
an  easy,  centralized  way  to  help.' 

Fred  Luter,  senior  parior  of 
Franklin  Avenue  Churcti  in  New 
Orleans  and  new  national  mo- 
bilizer  for  NAMB,  said  while 
Afrion  American  churches  are 
in  need  at  the  moment,  ‘what  is 
happening  today  could  happen 
to  ray  of  our  churcha  in  any  of 
ourstata 

"We  are  living  in  a  crazy  day 
and  time  when  there  is  no  re¬ 
spect  for  God,  no  respect  for  the 
Bible  or  frir  houaa  of  God.

It 
is  the  only  Mack  Southern  Baptist 
church  damaged  to  date. 

Arsonists  torched  College  Hills 
Seventh-day  Adventist  Church  in 
Knoxville,  Tn.,  on  June  22.  A  fire 
die  fbnowiiu  day  at  God’s  Power 
Church  of  Christ  in  Macon,  Ga.. 
was  suspected  to  be  anon,  but 
that  had  not  been  confirmed.
